Cover 
the  newly  set  plant  with  a  mound  of  soil  at  least 
6  inches  high,  completely  covering  the  plant.  This 
prevents  the  plant  from  drying  out.  After  a  four 
or  five  inch  growth  has  pushed  thru  the  soil,  then 
rake  away  the  mound  of  dirt  from  the  plant  gently. 
Follow  these  directions  and  success  will  be  yours  and
